speech today in opposition to the pend- 
ing statehood bill. He took strong ground 
against the union of Arizona with New 
Mexico as unjust, particularly to Arizona. 
and contended that these two territories 
have the right to regard independent 
| statehood as their right. 

The senator took the ground. that 
| Arizona and New Mexico ought each to 
be admitted as a state not only because 
of the area of each, but because of their 
natural wealth. Calling attention to the 
resources of New Mexico and Arizona 
ihe showed fhat each is capable of meet- 
ing the demands and obligations of state- 
hood. He compared the census of i890 


with that of 1900 to illustrate the rapidi- | 


ty with which the agricultura] lands in 
+ both territories have developed in ten 
years, the 
period amounting to more than $5,000.,- 


900. And regarding the coal and other | 


minéral invcerests, these the senator said 
had quadrupled in ten years. 
| Three hundred millions, he said, had 
'been invested in mining in those terri- 
tories in the same period. 


What Irrigation Has Done. 

Pointing to the ctange wrought by irr 
gation, Senator Clay said that more than 
300,000 acres of land had in this way 
become highly cultivated and were pro- 
ducing abundant crops. 

To jllustrate the progress of the people 
in these territories the senator pointed 
to the educational institutions that 
flourishea in both Arizona and New Mexi- 
co. “The educational] facilities in both 
these territories,’’ the senator continued. 
“speaks well for the people and to longer 
deny them the right of statehood would 
be manifestly unjust.’’ 

Taking up their natural characteristica 
Senator Clay said these. territories were 
separated geographically from one an- 
other by a mountain range that made it 
almost impossible for the people from 
Arizona to pass to the capital of New 
Mexico, a distance of 700 miles. No such 
inconvenience, he asserted, should De 
placed upon the people of Arizona. 

“The population of the two territdries,’’ 
continued the senntor, “is separate and 
distinct; the population of New Mexico 
rconsists largely of Mexicans and that of 
Arizona is for the most part wholly 
America. Each possesses different habits, 
eustoms, laws and modes of religious 
worship and to unite these separate and 
distinct races against their wishes would 
be unjust and would result In antagon- 
isms that would never cease.”’ 

The senator here referred to the fact 
that the boards of trade, bar associations, 
the various church organizations and 
educational associations have declared 
againsi she bill now before congress pro- 
viding for the union of the two terri- 
tories. 


Heed Wishes of People. 

‘‘Why not heed the wishes of the popu- 
lation of each?’’ the senator said. ‘“‘Such 
division is revolutionary and against free 
popular institutions,’’ Senator Clay 
scored the republican party and declared 
that the party in four different national 
conventions had declared in favor o 
separate statehood for each territory ané 
now repudiated those pledges. He said 
that twenty-six states had been admitted 
into the union with less population than 
each of these territories possess. The 
union of these territories, he declared, 
would make a state more than four times 
larger than Georgia. ‘‘Nothing like this 
'has ever been done in our history,’’ 
isaid, “except in the case of Texas, and

COMBES CABINET 
NOW WITH PAST 


President Loubet Yesterday Ac- 
cepied Resignation of Ministry 


Believed M. Rouvier Will Be Asked 
to Form New Cabinet Though 
His Chances Are Not 80 
Bright As At 
First.

M. Loubet will begin the consideration 
of the formation of a new cabinet this 
‘afternoon, He has summoned the pres- 
Ident of the senate, M. Fallleres, and the 
president of the chamber of deputies, 
'Paul Doumer, to the Blysee for con- 
ference. These conferences will deter- 
/mine whom M. Loubet will invite to 
| term a ministry. 
| ™. Rouvier continues to occupy the 
| first place, but his chances are less cer- 
tain than at first, owing to the belef 
'that a Rouvier cabinet would net last 
‘long on account of the international 
divisions of the pariiamentary groups. 


Combes’ Resignation Letter. 
| M. Combes, in his letter of resignation, 
| says in part: 

“TI have the honor to present my resig- 
nation as president of the council] and 
that of my colleagues. It is not without 
sentiment of profound regret that J see 
myself obliged to renounce the realiza- 
tion of the programme of political and 
social reforms which the republican ma- 
jority in the chamber explicitly and re- 
peatedly approved. But the recent figures 
of this majority do not permit me to hope 
to conduct this programme toa realiza- 
tlon.”’ 

The premier then reviews his course 
during the last eighteen months. He 
says he has been tricked by an ambitious 
and impatient coalition of clericals and 
i'nationalists which obstructed the work of 
the majority, and adds: 

“T have struggled foot by foot against 
these maneuvers. My personal sentimaezits 
are to struggle still, belleving that re- 
publican France !s with me. But it fms 
easy to recognize that I may be put into 
the minority at any moment upon some 
|comparatively minor incident, thus risk- 
ing injury to the general policy of the 
government. Therefore, it is my duty 
to retire following the vote of the cham- 
ber which again solemnly approved the 
policy of the ministry over which I have 
the honor to preside.’’ 

The letter points out that the. ma- 
|jority, although reduced, is still a ma- 
|jority, and that therefore the past policy 
of the ministry should continue to gov- 
ern the forthcoming ministry, and closes 
with an expression of faith in the ulti- 
mate triumph of the policy, despite the 
present presumptuous boasting of the 
reactionary elements. 

M. Loubet later announced his intention 
of consulting the leaders of the majority 
groups. This puts off the selection of 
a ministry, as it is the president’s desire 
first to ensure the cooperation of the 
groups in support of the ministry.

Jail Life in Japan. 


(From The Pall Mall Gaeztte.) 

Imagine a park or garden in the Jap- 
anese style, with dwarf trees, surrounded 
by a hedge instead of a wall, in this 
park a group of Japanese houses. like 
‘those occupied by the peasants. The 
prisoners are all at work proportioned 
to their physical ability. Some «are 
threshing and grinding rice; others are 
weaving coarse cloth of a dark red color, 
of which the prison untforms are made; 
the old and infirm are separating leaves 
‘of paper. Al} of them receive a per- 
centage of their earnings. The younger 
‘prisoners ara in school, The discipline

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his room with a severe cold. Nothing se- 
rious wags thought of the illness until 
Tuesday morning, when his condition be- 
came rapidly worse. The cold had settled 
on his lungs and caused a valvular 
trouble of tne heart, 

Since then, it has been a battle with 
almost certain death. Yesterday it was 
thought he would not live until night, 
but about 6 o'clock in the evening he 
rallied and for the first time in two 
days, ‘became entirely consclous, The 
physician then said he would live over 
night and he had a siight chance of re- 
covering completely. 

Russell Crawtord Mitchell was born in 
Madison county, but when a boy moved 
to DeKalb county and was rexred there. 
He was educated at Bowden College and 
in 1856 moved to Texas to engage in 
the practice of law. 

At the outbreak of the civil war, he 
enlisted in Hood's famous Texas brigade 
and served in Genera] Lee's campaigns 
in Virginia. He was severely wounded 
in the desperate charge at the battle of 
Sharpsburg and on convalescing became 
superintendent of the military hospital 
im Atianta, . 

Since that time, he has made this city 
his home. First, he engazed in the lum- 
per manulacturing business with his 
brother in lad, Frank P. Rice, and made 
a large fortune whith he invested prin-. 
cipaliy mm real estate and timber lands. 

Mr. Mitchell was severaly injured ina 
street railway accident in 1900, which 
forced him to retire trom active Dbusi- 
ness life. He has devoted his time since 
the accident to looking after his large 
estate. 

Not only has Mr. Mitchell been suc- 
cessful in a business way, but he for- 
merly led an active political career. 

During the recomstruction period he 
was one of the leading democrats of 
Fulton county, and was a delegate from 
Georgia to the national] democratic con- 
vention in 1872. 

He was electad to the city council] in 
1872, was alderman from 1878 to 188!, 
and was mayor protem in 188!l. In addi- 
tion, he was tendered the nomination for 
mayor by “the committee of one hun- 
drea.”’ but was forced to decline on ac- 
count of his active business affairs. 

Mr. Mitchell has been married twice; 
finst, to Miss Deborah M. Sweet, of 
Quincy, Fla., who died in 1887, and later 
to Miss Clara Neal Robison, of this 
city.

Turmed Easier Before the “End 
of the First Hour, 


Failure of a Texas Bank Caused 
Liquidation — The Sailure Later 
Proved Unimportant—Close 
Was tSeady at a Net De- 
cline of 5 to 9 Points. 


New York, January 18.—The cotton 
market was a little more active, and 
after opening somewhat higher on’ cov- 
ering, ruled generally easy. The market 
opened steady at an advance of 4 to 5 
points on covering and a little buying for 
scalping account that was encouraged by 
reports of Jarger spot sales in the Liver- 
pool market and rather steadier Eng- 
Mish futures than had been expected 
But the prices could not. hold the gain, 
for the buying was not ofa particularly 
good charauter, and with larger shorts 
atili conikient as to the prospects for 
lower prices, the market turned easier 
before the end of the ifinst thour. Later 
reports of a settiement of the Fall River 
strike caused a slight bulge on covering, 
but in the early afternoon private wires 
chaiming that a certain Texas bank had 

caused liquidation. This report 
was accompanied by eelling orders from 
southern sources, also hy reports olf in- 
creased interior spot offerings. Leading 
bear interests seeing the smailer longs 
here liquidating raided the market with 
a view to catk’ning stop loss orders and 
May broke to 6.98 or a net loss of 10 
points ami a decline of about |I5 points 
as compared with the best price of the 
morning. There was increased covering 
by. scalping shorts at the decline and 
the market was finally steady, but 
prices were within a point or two of 
the lowest and a net decline of 5@9 
points, Sales were estimated at 200,000 
bales.
